JURY LONG DEBATED 


-San Francisco, Dec. 11.—After de- 


liberating for 21 hours the jury in the 
case of Abraham Rucf, former polit- 
ical boss of San Francisco, returned 
a verdict of guilty on the charge of 
bribery. 


The repeated warning of the trial 


judge. Wm. P. Lawlor. and the vig-

Was Signed by All Manufacturers In 


United States and Europe and Vio- 
lation of 
Its Terms Was Punish- 


able by Fine of S50.000—Had Abso- 
lute Control of Detonators. Sports- 
men's, Black and Smokeless M-li- 
tary Graties. 


Cleveland. O., Dec. It. — A doeii- 


ment showing worldwide* agreement 
of all the powder companies in this 
country and Europe was pre.-omed at 
the federal hearing befoie Special 
Master Mahaffey. 
It was identified 


by Almon Lent of (he Austin Powder 
company of this city. The agreement 
was signed in 1S97, and provided that 
it should conti'iue in force for ten 
years and afterwards until such time 
as the companies saw lit to revise it. 
A fine of $50,000 was provided for 
any breach of the agreement. 


President Lent said that hib com- 


pany withdrew from the agreement 
at the expiration of the ten years. 
The testimony brought out at the 
hearing related only to the effect the 
agreement had upon the Austin Pow- 
der company. 
Its worldwide 
effect 


was not touched upon. Mr. L'-nt also 
intimated that the agreement also 
ceased at the expiration of the ten 
years' period so far as all of the 
•other companies were concerned, ac- 
cording to his knowledge. lie inti- 
mated that by the termination of the 
agreement the Dupont company no 
longer is a ' trust," and is not oper- 
ating in violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. Mr. Lent gave freely 
all information asked for by the gov- 
ernment attorneys. 


The document sets forth that the 


Dupont company, the Austin Powdei 
company and nearly 300 other con 
cerns in this country had signed it 
and also all the powder concerns in 
Europe. 
The 100 in this country in 


chide every powder company in the 
United States, the attorneys state. 


The agreement states that at the 


time it was drawn up there was im 
mense competition that was detri 
mental to the powder trade, both in 
Europe and here. It was believed, it 
said, that by reaching some agree 
ment in regard to prices, trade could 
"*be";regnlated so that each concern 
could live and make profits. 
- A detonation factory 
was 
being 


built in New Jersey at that time, to 
which the European concerns object- 
ed. The companies in -this country 
agreed, according to the document, to 
stop the erection of this factory. 
It 


was also agreed 
that 
the United 


States companies should buy 5,000,- 
000 pounds of detonators from Eu- 
rope. 
Regulations were made as to

and smokeless military powder. 


It was agreed, the document set

Tsze Hsi, the empress dowager or 


China, who recently died lu Pekiu. 
was known as the "western empress." 
She was born on Nov. 17. 1S34. and 
was the child of poor persons who 
lived in Pckin. At an early age. fol- 
lowing a common practice in China, 
she was sold as a slave by her par- 
ents on account of their poverty. She 
became the property of a famous gen- 
Til, who, onM)nnt'»fl with her !>or»u 
fy 


adopted her and offered her as a pres- 
ent to the reigning emperor, listen 
Feng. 
She so charmed the emperor 


by her looks and intelligence that he 
made her his secondary wife'and on 
her bearing him a sou. the future Em- 
l>eror Tung Chih, raised her to the 
first rank. On his death she became 
the regent of the empire. adnmiNter- 
ing the national affairs with m»re 
vigor than any of her predecessors. 


The empress dowager was in China 


a "foreigner." being a Manchu, and 
was under the ban of Chinese pa- 
triots and an increasing auti-Mauchu 
party, which sought the suppression 
of the dynasty or at least the restora- 
tion of the Manchu emperor to thv 
throne. 
She wore the Manchu gar- 


ment.-1, but her speech was Chinese. 
She was dominating to the last de- 
gree and magnetic and seemed to be 
all seeing to her courtiers, who stood 
as if on eggs in her presence. 


Among the populace she was feared 


and hated, principally because of her 
treatment of the emperor, for whoir. 
the enlightened and the common peo- 
ple had a sympathetic liking. She was 
commonly referred 
to as "the old 


Bnddha," and her character in the 
eyes of the masses was that of the 
tyrant of the emperor. ' She was a 
law unto herself. 
She violated the, 


constitution of the dynasty that for- 
bids a woman ruler and broke the 
sacred customs given by the sages. 
She relentlessly ordered all betrothals 
and marriages in the imperial house- 
hold, family and imperial court and 
supervised scrupulously the conduct of 
Individuals. 


Two nominal emperors succeeded to 


the title held by her husband, and she 
was responsible for both. She put her 
son. Tung Chih, on the throne, and on 
his sudden death enthroned the sen of 
her dead husband's brother. The lat- 
ter was the late Emperor Kwang Sen. 
She dethroned him in ir»00 and made 
Pu Chun, sou of Prince Ttian. heir ap- 
parent without authority, as the suc- 
cession in China is only rightfully de- 
termined by the emperor. She then 
degraded Pu Chun in obedience to the 
mandate of the allies because his fa- 
ther was the palace leader of the 
Boxers nud restored Kwang Seu. Dur- 
ing the minority of her own son she 
ruled through her appointed regent. 
Prince Kung. 
She was then an un- 


disputed tyrant, who forbade any one 
consulting 
the 
"eastern 
empress.'' 


Usien Feng's real wife, on political 
matters. 
But in 3SSJ the "eastern 


empress'' died, leaving her autocrat in 
both name and deed. 


As to political wisdom, her talents 


appeared to be strictly limited to the 
narrow . field of the palace. 
This 


ground she knew well. She personal- 
ly passed, however, on much of the 
businass with foreign nations, which 
she would decide on the advice of the 
councilors. 
But in the realm of in- 


ternational politics liers was a long 
record of waywardness and lack of 
knowledge. 
She 
seemed 
to have 


learned 
nothing from the suppres- 


sion in 1804 of the Taipi;ig rebellion 
through the instrumentality of for- 
eigners or from the invasion by the 
•lilies who look Pel:in in IS-'SO and de- 
stroyed the summer palace. She in- 
spired the declaration of war in 1S01. 


although 
it 
recoiled 
on 
the 


throne, she apparently saw no ^guid- 
ance in the defeat by the Japanese, 
"or in 1000 she entered upon a strug- 
gle for a third time with all the for- 
eign nations combined. 


The greatest of her political acts 


was the coup d'etat of 1.SOS. 
he showed 
her power, combining 


craftiness and eon rage. 
She stooped 


.o the role of reformer that she might
